This has been the y ear when co mmercial gam­ 
bling in Arkansas 
all but disappeared. It has been 
the first y ear of Gov . Winthrop Ro ckefeller’s driv e 
against illegal gambling, which thriv ed 
in Litttle Ro ck 
and Hot Springs, a nearby i-esort town, 
fo r decades. 
Since Rockefeller appointed Ly nn A. Dav is, a fo r­ 
mer FBI agent, a.s director o f the state po lice August 
1. the campaign intensified. Dav is so ught o ut sto red 
gambling eq uipment in warehouses 
in the state and 
burned and pounded 
so me $500,000 wo rth o f them 
into uselessness. 
“ Befo re no w, they ’v e tried to go after peo ple by 
making arrests,’’ Dav is said. “ I just went after the 
equipment, and bro ke their back.” 
When Dav is refused to m ea l the so urces o f his 
infonnation to the grand jury , 
he was jailed for con­ 
tempt of court. 
Freed by the Arkansas Supreme 
Court while the case was inv estigated, Dav is was de­ 
fended by the Gov ernor. Rockefeller said the arrest 
was a [>olitical maneuv er that backfired. 
In less than fiv e months, the fo rmer FBI agent 
had shown how to bi'eak illegal gambling in a state 
that had been noted fo r it fo r v eal's. His arrest ev en 
for o ne day brought statewide suppo rt fo r his cru­ 
sade, a reactio n the gamblers sho uld hav e fo reseen. 
Instead, a conv ict said he had been appro ached by 
gamblers to assassinate the Go v erno r. They nev er 
learn that that wo uld ueally kill illegal gambling in 
the state fo r go o d.

But he tailed to come 
to grips with one of the big­ 
gest domestic issues in polit­ 
ical history -v iolence and in­ 
surrection. 
'Hie 
President condemned 
those dissenters who help to 
cause riots. 
He said that v io­ 
lations of law are "going to 
produce Anarchy " and this 
"cannot be tolerated." He re­ 
ferred to riots of the past as 
if they were rath er custom ary 
in times of stress, and de­ 
clared that, while "we hav e 
more v iolence than we w ant,” 
it "represents a \e ry small 
minority " and "our big prob­ 
lem is to get at the causes." 
In outlining the things the 
adm inistration 
is 
doing 
to 
prev ent riots nex t summer, 
Mr. Johnson mentioned the 
usual sociological proposals - 
".jobs, 
housing, 
education, 
health." 
But he did not ex ­ 
plain why his own adm inis­ 
tration has failed to use m ax ­ 
imum power and authority to 
deal with the disturbances or 
why there has been no action 
against 
dissenters 
whose 
speeches are, in effect tre a ­ 
sonable 
Mr. Johnson's declaration 
that he is going to do w hat he 
thinks is best for the coun­ 
try . "at home and abroad, 
w ithout regard for w hat ef­ 
fect it has on my future." 
would be more meaningful if 
the 
D epartm ent 
of Justice 


had started to prosecute the 
instigators of riots who hav e 
crossed state lines and hav e 
incited disorders 
that hav e 
led to the death and injury 
of many innocent citizens. 
Despite Mr. Johnson's dis­ 
claimers, some members of 
Congress are priv ately say ­ 
ing that he is afraid of the 
"Negro v ote" and 
that 
he 
also has boon intimidated by 
the so-called "Liberals" who 
argue that the right of dis­ 
sent is limitless. 
There are more v otes, how­ 
ev er. to be gained by the 
President in 19 68 by bring­ 
ing about the punishment of 
those who incite riots than 
by 
ignoring 
the 
reckless 
"dem onstrators" 
who 
make 
irresponsible 
speeches 
pro­ 
v oking disorders. 
While the 
Negro 
v ote 
is 
sometimes 
spoken of as a solid bloc, it 
actually isn't. 
Most of the 
Negroes in this country de­ 
plore the v iolence as much as 
do their fellow citizens among 
the whites. 
The ne w s p a p e r s hav e 
printed 
plenty 
of 
ev idence 
that 
the 
riots 
were 
insti­ 
gated by national organiza­ 
tions. 
"Target" cities hav e 
been publicly listed 
in 
ad­ 
v ance. 
Mr. Johnson himself 
referred to "some who are 
sent to these campuses to in­ 
cite folks," but declined to 
identify such indiv iduals or 
o r ga n i z a t i o n s 
specifi­ 
cally . 
When asked who are 
the people "encouraging this 
sort of thing." he replied: 
"You see 
them on 
ev ery 
campus 
on 
y our 
telev ision 
ev ery night. They are repre­ 
sentativ es of v arious groups." 
There is a tendency also to 


"pass the buck" to the city 
and state authorities with the 
argum ent 
that maintenance 
of order is their responsibil­ 
ity . The federal gov ernment, 
on the other hand, has in 
recent y ears asserted an ex ­ 
tensiv e power in regulating 
"interstate 
commerce” 
and 
has been upheld by the Su­ 
preme 
Court, 
ev en 
where 
indiv iduals 
hav e 
been 
pen­ 
alized 
for 
"discrimination" 
in the serv ing of meals in res­ 
taurants. 
The 
nation, 
moreov er, 
is 
confronted with a crime wav e 
of unprecedented proportions. 
Yet the federal gov ernment 
has not joined with the states 
and cities to create an effec­ 
tiv e police instrum entality to 
safeguard the liv es and prop­ 
erty of American citizens. 
Many members of Congress 
hav e been amazed at the in­ 
difference of the D epartm ent 
of Justice. 
The inclination 
has been to blame the a tto r­ 
ney general. 
But after Pres­ 
ident Johnson's comments on 
telev ision this week, it be­ 
comes apparent th a t the Chief 
Ex ecutiv e himself is reluctant 
to use federal power to pun­ 
ish those indiv iduals who are 
conspiring to produce disturb­ 
ances 
in 
American 
cities 
from coast to coast. 
This is the biggest issue 
Mr. Johnson faces, and he 
ev idently has not y et grasped 
its political significance, as 
indicated by his casual re­ 
marks in the telev ision "con­ 
v ersation." 
Something more 
than platitudes will be nec­ 
essary if the President is to 
tackle this problem effectiv e­ 
ly in time for the election 
campaign nex t y ear. 


WASHINGTON—The mantel 
in the East Room of the White 
House has held many Christ­ 
mas stockings, ranging from 
the bleak celebration of John 
Adams in 1800 to the topsy ­ 
turv y celebrations of the two 
Roosev elt families when that 
august mansion was teeming 
with children. 
For more than 150 y ears 
the first family alway s cele­ 
brated in the White House. It 
was their 
home. 
In 
recent 
y ears it has come to be some 
thing of a combined museum 
for tourists and an office for 
official business; so that the 
Kennedy s nev er spent a single 
Christmas in Washington, and 
this is the first Christmas to 
be celebrated in residence by 
the Johnsons. 
The absence of the Kennedy s 
caused some wags to recall 
that the Kennedy family cam e 
from Boston where for y ears 
the Puritans outlawed Santa 
Claus. The law in 1659 read; 
"Whosov er shall be found ob 
serv ing 
any 
such 
day 
as 
Christmas and the like, either 
by forebearing labor, feasting 
or any other way upon any 
such 
account 
as 
aforesaid, 
ev ery such person so offend 
ing shall pay for each offense 
fiv e shillings as a fine to the 
country .” It 
was 
not 
until 
1722 
that 
the 
gov ernor 
of 
Massachusetts 
gav e 
public 
recognition to Christmas as a 
holiday . 
This was not, howev er, why 
the Kennedy s e s c h e w e d 
Christmas in the White House; 
rather it was because they 
liked the 
sunshine of 
Palm 
Reach, where the elder Ken­ 
nedy entertained his 
large 
family at 
his 
winter 
resi­ 
dence. 
First Lady 's Problems 
The Johnson family hitherto 
has spent Christmas in Tex as;

Roosev elt 
during 
World War 11. 
Lincoin celebrated 
Christ­ 
mas the first y ear of the Civ il 
War by calling his Cabinet 
into special session to discuss 
the Trent Embargo. It looked 
as if there might be war also 
with Britain. 
Troops were e n c a m p e d 
throughout Washington, 
and 
the capita! was packed with 
all sorts of people attracted 
by the arm y — contractors, 
inv entors, cranks, correspon 


dents, artists. Indians, pick

"women oi the town." 
The first Christmas follow­ 
ing the Civ il War was tele 
brated in 1805 with Andrew 
Johnson in the White House; 
though historians noted that 
it was Gen. U. S. Grant who 
got the presents and enjoy ed 
the limebghl. The New York 
Stock Ex change appropriated 
$5,000 for him as a Christmas 
testimonial 
tund 
which 
by 
New Year s Day had swelled 
to $100,000 in thanks for his 
v ictory ov er the Confederacy . 
Christmas 
in 
the 
White 
House under Grov er Clev e 
land in 1885 was somber. He 
was a bachelor. When he re 
turned to the White House in 
189 3 he had married, and his 
family was enlarged to include 
a wife and two children. On 
Christmas Day he took them 
to the All-Washington annual 
football gam e in the baseball 
park at 7th and Florida Av ­ 
enue. later to become Griffith 
Stadium. 
The 
AH Washing- 
ingtons won 6 to 0. 
When Teddy Roosev elt spent 
his first Christmas in the ex ­ 
ecutiv e mansion in 19 01 he 
gav e 87 fat turkey s to m em ­ 
bers 
of 
the 
White 
House 
staff—police, ushers, messcn 
gers, gardners. serv ants, and 
stablemen. 
This 
was 
the 
largest 
distribution 
of 
its 
kind until that time by any 
President. President 
William 
McKinley alway s gav e tur­ 
key s as presents to his m a r­ 
ried employ es, but his list was 
smaller. 
My father in-law. who was a 
cousin of Teddy Roosev elt's 
and serv ed 
as 
his 
military 
aide, 
described 
the 
White 
House in those day s as 
ap 
proaching bedlam. The Roose 
v elt children, six in ail. had 
their toy s ail ov er the house, 
and once sneaked a pony up 
in the elev ator to the third 
floor. 
There was one thing about 
Christmas, 
howev er. 
that 
Teddy 
Roosev elt 
would 
not 
tolerate—namely . 
Christmas 
trees. He was such a conser­ 
v ationist that he objected to 
any Christmas tree being cut 
for official White House use—

ports brought out of Indonesia 
by men in close contact with 
the 
v illagers, 
indicate 
the 
local Communists are not dis 
hearted 
by 
the 
mammoth 
purges of their people. 
The Indonesian Communists, 
in fact, are reported as ex 
tremely 
optimistic 
about 
a 
comeback. 
A new Central Committee of 
the 
Indonesian 
Communist 
party has been formed under 
ground in Djakarta. 
That headq uarters has al 
ready 
begun 
to 
send 
out 
agents to rebuild local Com 
munist organizations and to 
spark subv ersiv e activ ities. 
Old Indonesian 
Communist 
party 
affiliate 
organizations 
hav e begun to reform. 
Form er 
Communist 
party 
m em bers hav e begun to infil 
trate other political groups, 
The Indonesian National party 
seems to be a prim ary target. 
By necessity , the Commu 
nists hav e reorganized 
their 
leadership. 
The 
new 
group 
seems to 
be 
mov ing 
with 
v igor. Indecision, so 
prom i­ 
nent in the old top Communist 
power 
structure, 
seems 
to 
hav e 
disappeared 
with 
the 
purge. 
The new group, like the old. 
seems to hav e decided to tie 
itself to Peking. But this may 
be because the Sov iet Union 
has been cautious in its ap 
proaches to the new Indone 
sian Communist 
leadership, 
while Mao Tse-tung's agents 
hav e been v ery activ e in op 
erating 
underground 
activ e 
tie*- in Indonesia in the past 
eight months. 


One reason for the Commu 
nist optimism is the success 
their men seem to be hav ing 
in recruiting conv erts and de 
v eloping future junior leader­ 
ship among the 115.000 or so 
men and women being held 
in Indonesian prisons. 
Recause 
there 
hav e 
not

White House Has Become 
More of a Tourist Mecca 


WASHINGTON—The mantel 
in the East Room of the White 
House has held many Christ­ 
mas stockings, ranging from 
the bleak celebration of John 
Adams in 1800 to the topsy­ 
turvy celebrations of the two 
Roosevelt families when that 
august mansion was teeming 
with children. 
For more than ISO years 
the first family always cele­ 
brated in the White House.

But probably the unhappi 
est Christmases in the White 
House were those spent by 
Lincoln during the Civil War; 
by Woodrow Wilson in 1917. 
during World War I; and by 
President 
Roosevelt 
during 
World War II. 
Lincoln celebrated 
Christ 
mas the first year of the Civil 
War by calling his Cabinet 
into special session to discuss 
the Trent Embargo. It looked 
as if there might be war also 
with Britain. 
Troops were e n c a m p e d 
throughout Washington, 
and 
the capital was packed with 
all sorts of people attracted 
by the army — contractors, 
inventors, cranks, correspon 


dents, artists. Indians, pick 
pockets 
embalmers. 
and 
’’women of the town." 
The first Christmas follow­ 
ing the Civil War was cele­ 
brated in 1805 with Andrew 
Johnson in the White House; 
though historians noted that 
it was Gen. U. S. Grant who 
got the presents and enjoyed 
the limelight. The New York 
Stock Exchange appropriated 
$5,000 for him as a Christmas 
testimonial 
tund 
which 
by 
New Year s Day had swelled 
to $100,000 in thanks for his 
victory over the Confederacy. 
Christmas 
in

House under Grover Cleve 
land in 1885 was somber. He 
was a bachelor. When he re 
turned to the White House in 
1893 he had married, and his 
family was enlarged to include 
a wife and two children. On 
Christmas Day he took them 
to the All-Washington annual 
football game in the baseball 
park at 7th and Florida Av 
enue, later to become Griffith 
Stadium.

All Washing 
ingtons won 6 to 0. 
When Teddy Roosevelt spent 
his first Christmas in the ex 
ecutive mansion in 1901 he 
gave 87 fat turkeys to mem 
hers 
of 
the 
White 
House 
staff—police, ushers, messcn 
gers, gardners. servants, and 
stablemen. 
This 
was 
the 
largest 
distribution 
of 
its 
kind until that time bv any 
President. President 
William 
McKinley always gave tur­ 
keys as presents to his m ar­ 
ried employes, but his list was 
smaller. 
My father in law, who was a 
cousin of Teddy Roosevelt s 
and served 
as 
his 
military 
aide, 
described 
the 
White 
House in those days as 
ap 
preaching bedlam. The Roose 
velt children, six in all. had 
their toys all over the house, 
and once sneaked a pony up 
in the elevator to the third 
floor. 
There was one thing about 
Christmas, 
however, 
that 
Teddy 
Roosevelt

not 
tolerate namely, 
Christmas 
trees. He was such a conser­ 
vationist that he objected to 
any Christmas tree being cut 
for official White House use— 
quite a contrast to the hun­ 
dred million dollar Christmas 
tree industry of today.
